Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record, Sakakibara et al. (5,952,155), teaches a plate capable of limiting the current amount 
passing through the aperture and a blocking size that can be made smaller when a pattern density 
is high and can be made larger when the pattern density is small. However, it does not explicitly 
teach two areas, one having different size ejection holes and one having the same size ejection 
holes, that are parallel with the slit.
